The murderer’s escape caused so much con- 
fusion about the prison that the news spread 
rapidly, and alarge number of citizens were 
soon on the scene. One of the stories given 
is that Keeper Rice went up-stairs with Lati- 
mer when Capt. Gill sent him to see what the 
noise was they heard. They returned to the 
Captain’s room, and the second time Latimer 
went up alone. This is when he saw that the 
plug, a safeguard used in all the gates, was 
not in its place, and found it an easy matter 
to push back the lever. 

As soon as possible the Sheriff and the 
police were telephoned to for assistance. 
Prosecuting Attorney Kirby was called and 
au investigation was at once begun. After 
examining several guards Mr. Kirby also 
ordered Gill placed under arrest, as the cir- 
cumstances warranted his beimg held for 
further examination. Kurbystrongty inclined 
to the belief that there is more than one per- 
son implicated. Gill, he says, is at least 
guilty of gross carelessness and complaint 
will probably be made against him. 

The Sheriff immediately organized a posse, 
Chief of Police Northrup detailed eight of his 
beat officers, all the attachés of the prison 
that could be spared were turned over to the 
Sheriff, and an army of about 400 men started 
in all directions in search of the desperado.

HISTORY OF LATIMER’S CRIME, 


How He Coolly, Plotted to Murder His / 


Foster Mother. 

The crime for which J. Irving Latimer was 
gerving a life term in the penitentiary was the 
murder of his mother Jan. 24, 1889. He os- 
tensibly left Jackson that morning to go to 
Detroit, lea vmg his widowed mother at home 
alone. It was proved to thesatisfaction of the 
jury at the trial that the trip was planned sim- 

as a blind, with the distinct purpose of 
shielding the murderer. Latimer's father had 
died under suspicious circumstances eigh*een 
months before, leaving a considerable fortune, 
including $11,000 life msurance, and it is be- 
lieved that the crime was committed for the 
purpose of securing the money. 

The morning of Jan. 25 workmen went to 
the Latimer house, but could not gain en- 
trance. The door was forced and the remains 
of Mra. Latimer were found in her bedroom 
on the second floor. Everything indicated 
that she had been dead several hours. The 
face was covered with blood, as was also the 
bed clothing. Blood stains were also traced 
to young Latimer’s room. Late in the after- 
noon young Latimer returned to the 
house. He scarcely feigned surprise 
on hearmg of the death of his 
mother. Suspicion was directed against him 
from the moment of his arrival. He asserted 
that he bad been to Detroit to visit friends 
and that he knew nothing of the death of bis 
mother until he got home. Investigation later 
showed that he had been to Detroit, but that 
in the main his story was false. It was con- 
clusively proved that the trip was purely for 
the purpose of establishing an alibi and that 
he returned to the house and killed his

The Bank of Commerce made an as- 
signment, and the Mechanics’ Savings Bank 
also closed ita doors, though it is said the lat- 
ter will resume business in a few days. The 
assets and liabilities of the Bank of Commerce 
are each reported to be approximately $97,700. 

There was a small crowd on the streets 
near the various banks for an hour before 
opening today. Promptly .at 9 o’clock all 
the banks, with one exception, were opened 
for business, These banks, with millions of 
dollars ready to meet the demands that might 
be made upon them, were the First National, 
Fourth National, American National, Mer- 
chants’ Bank, the Union Bank and Trust 
company, the Mechanics’ Savings Bank and 
Trust company, the City Savings Bank, the 
Nashville Safe Deposit, Trust dha Banking 
company, and thé Capitol City Bank. 

The fact that the Bank of Commerce did not 
open its doors at once excited comment and 
created no little excitement. It was evident 
that the bank was in trouble, and the news 
spread rapidly. The crowd, which was constant- 
ly growing larger, was informed through the 
medium of a notice which was posted on the 
door shortly after 10 o’clock that the Board 
of Directors was in meeting considering the 
affairs of the bank and that no business would 
be done today. This made things look more 
ominous for che bank, but it was not known 
until an hour or two later that the Bank of 
Commerce had made an assignment, naming 
John T. Leliyett as assignee. 

This action was precipitated by the general 
apprehension of a run on the bank which the 
officers believed would be made. de- 
posits were not large, aggregating only about 
$50,000, $15,000 of which was by small de- 
positors, ranging from $5 upward, in the sav- 
ings department. The bank might have 
availed itself of the sixty days’ notice for the 
withdrawal of these deposits, which would, 
however, not have prevented the withdrawa 
of regular deposits, thus leaving the small sav- 
ings depositors at a disadvantage. 

Closed to Save Depositors. 

To avoid this and also because the small de- 
positors were laboring people and would 
therefore perhaps be at their work and not 
on hand to claim what was their own with 
others during the morning the directors de- 
termined in the interest of all depositors alike 
to close the bank. 

The withdrawal of deposits from the bank 
has been going on gradually for some days, so 
late Saturday evening it was thought suspen- 
sion Monday would become necessary, and in 
order that the savings deposits put 
into the bank 
by the labormg people might not 
share the fate of those made on former days 
such deposits, although accepted, were not 
entered upoa the regular books, but purpose 
ly treated as special deposits and will be at 
once returned tc the depositors upon call. The 
President of the bank, J. H. Yarbrough, is 
not in the cits. 

J. N. Brooks, the cashier, said the suspen- 


sion was due mainly to the failure of certain 


outside sources it was learned that at the time 
C. B. Duncan was cashier large’ sums of 
money were loaned to William Duncan and 
Duncan & Gaines which, owing to their 
misfortune, they had been unable to pay. 
Mr. Brooks stated that not 4 single 
present director or officer of the bank 
owes the bank a dollar, but, on the contrary, 
some of them are losers as depositors. He 
said that if the bank could collect its debts 
the stockholders as well as depositors would 
be paid dollar for dollar, and it only one-half 
of the debts could be collected the depositors 
ought not to lose a cent. -

Mechanies“ Bank Closes. 

Soon after the doors of the Mechanics’ Sav- 
ings Bank and Trust company were opened 
the people began to crowd into the bank, and 
it was soon seen that a run on this bank was 
imminent, 

This was probably due to the general ex- 
citement and also to a rumor that this bank 
had sustained a loss by the suspension of the 
Commercial National Bank. The directors 
prepared an official statement to the effect 
that the Commercial National Bank did not 
owe the Mechanics’ Saving Bank and Trust 
company one dollar. For a time the teller 
paid checks. Severvl small ones were cashed.

A. W. Harris, cashier of the American 
National Bank, said the situation was much 
more favorable than any one could have ex- 
pected so soon after the failure of the Com- 
mercial National Bank and in view of the 
magnitude of the failure. 

Conditions Declared Satisfactory. 


Officers and directors of all the banks ex- 


pressed themselves as satisfied with the state 
of business and the outlook and think the 
storm is over. There is more money in the 
banks than there hus tees for many years, 
and more is at their command if needed. It 
seems to be the general impression that there 
will be no further trouble. 

Lewis T. Baxter, President of the Mechanics’ 
Bank, made a special assignment for the 
benefit of the bank and other creditors, No 
other assignments are reported and none are 
anticipated. 

J. M. McKnight, United States Bank Ex- 
aminer, arrived in the city this morning and 
immediately took charge of the Commercial 
National Bank’s affairs. He will be ready to 
make his report in about five days. Direc- 
tors of the Commercial National Bank enter- 
tained the idea of holding a meeting to see if 
there was anything that be done, but it 
was subsequently decided await the report 
of the bank examiner. directors will 
then draw up a report in their name. 

A director of the Commercial National 
Bank, who is also a conservative business 
man, said today that he had earefuliy looked 
into the affairs of that bank and with the pres- 
ent knowledge before him he was satisfied 
that the stockholders would realize 50 cents 
the dollar, and every depositor would be paid 
dollar for dollar, though it would require some 
time to realize on the assets of the bank. 
He was also in a position to speak in regard to 
a few of the business houses which were in- 
terested in the bank and which rumor said 
would be embarrassed by the bank’s failure. 
In regard to these the director said the firms 
were perfectly solvent and could be classed as 
gilt-edged. The suspension of the Commer- 
cial National Bank was not the result of any 
local disturbance. It was distinctly conse- 
quent to the failure of Dobbins & Dazy, cot- 
ton factors and commission merchants,

Many places have had hermits, but Fort 
Sheridan, being no common place, has a her- 
mit worthy of iteeif and of the year.

The 
regulation recluse is gaunt and bent, refuses 
to talk, and makes himeelf generally disagree- 
able when curious people walk in on him and 
ask pointed questions. The caves and woods 
ot the cuuntry are full of men who have for- 
saken their kind because beauty would not 
smile, or, having smiled, wearied and turned 
away its face. Some of these living dead men 
are never so shy as when the uniform of the 
law is to be seen in the neighborhood. Money 
has played its share—in fact, there are as many 
causes almost as there are hermita. 

But the Fort Sheridan hermit is none of 
these. He is 35 years of age. He fo tas and 
straight. He is in robust health. His hair 
and beard are of decent length and red. 
Though he has loved and lost it does not 
worry him. He is an Ohio man, but this is 
not the cause of his retirement. 


“Rushed the Can,” but Not for Beer. 


Fort Sheridan’s hermit was first seep-about 
two years ago, when he walked into town with 
a tin can in his hand. Hedid nothing worse 
than buy some kerosene at the nearest grocery 
store. There was nothing particularly re- 
markable about his appearancs, but some- 
thing about tne man proclaimed him not as 
other men and people remembered him. His 
visits since then have been few and each time 
for the purpose of buying the necessities of 
‘life. He was as harmless, apparently, and as 
shy as a gray rabbit, but Fort Sheridan, and 
especially the Fort Sheridan small boy, chose 
to go into ecstasies of curiosity over the red- 
headed stranger. 

Efforts without number were made to trace 
the mysterious stranger to his abiding place. 
Never did he come to town but that a party 
followed him away. At first they were osten- 
sibly simply going his way. Afterwards all 
pretense was given up and it was a plain case 
of “Old Sleuth.”

at Fort Worth, Tex., Purchased. 

Bostox, Mass, March 27.— [Special. I—4 
$3,000,000 stock- yards and slaughtering enter- 
prise, with its head office in Boston, has been 
started at Fort Worth, Tex. The prime 
mover in the operation is G. W. Simpson, 
senior partner of Simpson, McIntyre & Co.

DEED FILED TO PROPERTY THAT 
BELONGS TO UNOLE SAM. 


The Transaction Comes to Light in Ash- 
land, Wis., Where It Is Believed to Be 
the Basis of a Mortgage by Which 
Money Has Been Obtained from a 
Woman— Harry Keene of Chicago 
Named as Purchaser of the Land in the 
Deed—Northwest News. 


alleged fraud came to light in the Register of 
Deeds’ office today. It is an alleged sale of 480 
acres of land on the Bad River Indian Reser- 
vation, which belongs to the government and 
cannot be sold. The transfer is from William 
M. Holmes and Annie L., his wife, of Detroit,

The deed was made out by John L. McCloud, 
a notary public of Wayne County, Mich., 
July 15, 1891, but was not filed until March 27, 
1893. A similar deed was shown up by news- 
papers about a year ago. The persen sup- 
posed to buy the property was also a Chicago 
party. It is thought that perhaps the same

Arrention was called yesterday to the 
methods resorted to by Mr. Harrison’s sup- 
porters in trying to make it appear that his 
candidacy fur Mayor is indorsed by any con- 
siderable number of the leading business-men 
of Chicago. At the time the paragraph relat- 
ing to the matter was written it was not 
known, though it was suspected, that El- 
bridge G. Keith’s name was used without au- 
thority. There is no doubt now that it was so 
used. The name of Graeme Stewart, another 
Republican merchant, was inéluded in the 
list, though that gentleman ws in Europe. 
Several other names of men absent from the 
city were used without permission. And, in 
order to make it appear of decent proportions, 
the names of firms and of the individual mem- 
bers of the firms were printed, as already 
pointed out. Amdng the other persons men- 
tioned also as leading business-men in this 
padded list are James J. Townsend, a mere 
politician, William Mangler, of the same de- 
scription, William C. Seipp, who has not been 
in the city for some weeks, John T. Boddie, 
Jake Wolford, and many others who are utter- 
ly unknown to the business world of Chicago. 
The attempt to make it appear that any con- 
siderable portion of the business-men favor 
the election of the gamblers’ and the gang’s 
candidate for Mayor has beén a hopeless fail- 
ure. It also appears that the name of Senator 
John M. Palmer as one of the orators for the 
meeting of last evening was used without his 
authority. He did not “trail his Senatorial 
toga in the filth and corruption of gang poli- 
ties in Chicago last evening, as Harrison 
wanted him to do, nor did he permit M. C. 
McDonald, the leader of the gamblers' trust, 
to pay his board bill, as Harrison charitably 
and courteously suggested was done two 
years ago. 1 


DODGING THE M’DONALD QUESTION. 

Attention has been called to the prominent 
part which Mike McDonald is taking in the 
Harrison campaign, that he is the great man 
at headquarters, the honored associate of the 
Harrison leaders who meet there. All that 
Mr. Harrison has to say in reply to facts like 
these, which are not calculated to inspire 
business-men with much confidence in him, is 
that hy Mike McDonald is not a member of the 
campaign committee. He opposed me before 
the convention. 

Mike is not a member of the campaign com- 
mittee, and no one said he was. What was 
charged was that he was bossing that com- 
mittee and the entire campaign; that he was 
the man who had been called in to save Mr. 
Harrison—*‘help me, Michael Cassius, or I 
sink — and who had been given supreme 
power. Mr. Harrison does not deny that. 
He does not explain why he should permit the 
“unspeakable scoundrel”? of last September 
to be around his headquarters at all. He does 
not repudiate and disown this offensive fel- 
low. He says not a word calculated to wound 
Mike's feelings. He was less considerate last 
year when he did not need him. 

It is quite likely that Mike opposed Mr. 
Harrison before the convention. That makes 
it all the more astonishing that he should be 
working for him now. He is not doing so be- 
cause of party loyalty. Mike, who bolted a 
Democratic Presidential nomination because 
it did not suit him, would not hesitate to bolt 
a Mayoralty nomination, which was distaste- 
fultohim. He has not bolted Mr. Harrison. 
Therefore the latter has made some arrange- 
ment by which Mike has been induced to go 
to work for the man he opposed. What is it? 
The business people want to know. 

These shifty denials do not meet the issue. 
Mike is working for Mr. Harrison. He does 
not work for love, but to benefit himself. But 
that which will be for his advantage will be 
for the disadvantage of the business part of 
the community. Therefore the latter must 
steer clear of a candidate who is willing to 
accept McDonald’s support, and who will not 
drive him away. Mr. Harrison is so anxious 
to be elected that he will denounce no one 
who will vote forhim. He will not protest 


Supt. McClaughry cannot understand any 
too svon the absolute necessity of providing 
for adequate police protection in some of the 
tough wards next Tuesday. The successful 
efforts of the thugs and bummers and ruffians 
of the Harrison gang in the Sixth Ward to 
break up a meeting of peaceful citizens,in 
Germania Hall last Sunday should serve as a 
warning. The meeting, according to the ro- 
ports, was composed ot storekeepers and 
workingmen residing in the vicinity. They 
were being addressed in temperate lan- 
guage on the issues of the campaign 
by two men of their own class when a 
crowd of tough young men took a position in 
the left of the gallery, just above the police 
officers, and made all sorts of noisy interrup- 
tions.“ As the report of the meeting has it, 
the language used by the rowdies was unfit 
for publication. Their conduct grew so bad 
that the Chairman said: “It is impossibie to 
proceed further in the face of the opposition 
offered by the thugs and bummers imported 
for the purpose of breaking up this gather- 
ing.” Since Carter Harrison became ex- 
Mayor of Chicago public meetings have been 
held without interruption. Rowdies have not 
been permitted to break them up as they were 
when Harrison was in control. The exhibi- 
tion in Germania Hall is but an indication of 
of what we may expect if Harrison is again 
elected Mayor. 

The police were appealed to Sunday to 
maintain order at the meeting, but their only 
reply was a shrug of the shoulders and a re- 
mark, We can’t do anything, the crowd’s 
too big to handle. The, police station, where 
reinforcements could be procured, was not 
three blocks away. At the election two years 
ago the ballot-box in one of the precincts of 
this ward was broken up, the returns were de- 
faced and falsified, the judgee and clerks were 
terrorized, and apparently with the conniv- 
ance of the police. Does Supt. McClaughry 
understand this? Does he know also that the 
officer in command of the police force in that 
precinct, Lieut. or Sergt. Enright, is now in 
command in the same district? Does he suppose 
or believe under the circumstances that 
the voters there will be protected in their 
rights next Tuesday? It is Maj. McClaughry’s 
duty as Superintendent of Police, regardless 
of all intimidations by municipal officers, Al- 
dermen, or otherwise, to send men into the 
Sixth Ward next Tuesday who will do their 
duty in protecting the voters, m preventing 
infrmgements of the law, and in securing a 
fair and honest count. The citizens have the 
right to demand this. Neither Supt. Mo- 
Claughry nor Mayor Washburne should re- 
fuse it. 


THE CITY FINANCES, 

It is reported that the heads of the depart- 
ments at the City Hall are not satisfied 
with the appropriations agreed upon by the 
Finance committee of the Council, which 
were reported Friday evening. Thdse “heads 
of departments are never satisfied. They 
want to make places for their friends and 
political hangers-on. When they vannot do 
so they complain. 

Thus we find Buildmg Commissioner 
ONeill, one of the most useless and incapa- 
ble men in the service of the city for years, 
protesting that he needs “twice as many in- 
spectors as there are employed” under him 
now. We should have at least one man for 
each ward and six special inspectors, forty in 
all,“ says this tax-eating humbug. In some 
of the wards there are not twenty buildings 
in a year erected. But this does not bother 
Mr. O'Neill. He wants an inspector for that 
ward. He wants to gratify some Aldermanic 
friend by an appointment. O’Neill’s depart- 
ment gets $50,500, against $43,380 appropriat- 
ed last year. Properly spent this amount is 
quite sufficient to pay for careful, honest in- 
spection of buildings. The $43,380 spent last 
year was wasted because O'Neill did not do 
his duty. He appointed ward heelers and 
political loafers instead of capable men. The 
man who will take O’Neill’s place in a month 
or so will be able to do very well with the 
$50,500 now appropriated, and he wilt make 
no such record of inefficiency, recklessness, 
or disaster as O'Neill leaves behind him. 

Supt. Burke also protests against the appro- 
priation of $751,140 for his departmunt, al- 
though the street-cleaning branch has been 
very properly taken from his charge. Mr. 
Burke can specify no cause of complaint. He

THE GREAT IMPENDING SILVER ISSUE. 
A few days ago Tun Taisuve printed an 
extended statement of what were understood 
to be the views of Senator Hill on the silver 
question. He believes the danger of free 
coinage was the nightmare of the earlier days 
of Cleveland’s administration, if it be not 
now. He thinks the President has just begun 
to realize that the free and unlimited use 
of silver is a mightier influence with great 
masses of Democrats in the West and South 
than are any traditions of the Democratic 
party.“ He asserts that these men will, by 
and by, maintain that free silver is Demo- 
cratic doctrine, and that if Cleveland forces 
the issue, it is he who will be undemocratic. 
He thinks that the Sherman law is likely to be 
repealed at the next session, but that it will 
be done only by the substitution of free coin- 
age in its place. He says a secret canvass re- 
veals an overwhelming majority in both 
branches of the next Congress in favor of that 
measure and a determination to put it 
through. Senator Hill says the President did 
not realize till within two weeks of his inaugu- 


ration the strength of the free silver element 


in his party. He now knows that if he main- 
tains his viéws he has before him a contest 
greater even than that Grant had to meet 
when the inflation bill was sent to him. And 
Senator Jones of Nevada is quoted as express- 
ing more confidence than ever over the early 

adoption of a free coinage measure, saying 
that the President since his induction into of- 
tice has been daily more and more amazed at 
the strength of the free coinage element in 
his party. 

Undoubtedly this is tite crucial test Presi. 
dent Cleveland has to confront, and it will 
severely test his pluck and devotion to prin- 
ciple. It may rest with him todecide between 
honesty and demagogic knavery in the 
finances of the government and of the people. 
It is a great issue. He well knows that the 
free silverites are such for a 64-cent dollar, 
ana that they are opposed to the free coinage 
of asilver dollar that would be worth a dollar 
in purchasing power. The whole strength, 
hope, persistence, and vitality of the free sil- 
ver movement rest upon a debasement of the 
currency and a direct violation of the Demo- 
cratic National platform upon which Mr. 
Cleveland was elected. That platform 
contains a pledge that the coinage of 
“both gold. and silver as standard 
money must de made of equal 
intrinsic and exchangeable value.“ It contains 
a pledge to maintain the parity of the two 
metals, and the equal power of every dollar 
at all times in the markets and in payment of 
debts, On this pledge the Democrats carried 
New York, New Jersey, Connecticut, Indiana, 
Wisconsin, and Illinois, which elected their 
national ticket. Had that party platform 
pledged it to the free coinage of 64-cent dol- 
lars, the expulsion of gold (as a necessary con- 
sequence) from eirculation, and the defraud- 
ing all creditors of more than one-third of 
their just claim the election would have re- 
sulted very differently. Yet, according to 
Senator Hill. this is to be the issue of the 
Western and Southern Democrats during the 
administration of President Cleveland. 

President Cleveland will remember that 
while standing on the Democratic platform, 
on which he was quite willing to accept the 
nomination of the party and the votes of the 
people, he is not the issue involved. It is the 
proposition itself, to violate deliberately the 
Democratic platferm, to espouse the debased 
64-cent dollar asa Democratic policy, and to 
invoke the party majority in Congress to 
change the money standard, substituting 64- 
cent dollars for dollars that have 100 cents 
worth of purchasing power. That is what 
free coinage is intended by its advocates to do. 
That is their purpose and motive. They would 
discard the free coinage scheme instantly if 
they were made to believe that it would fail 
to furnish the country with a cheap, two- 
thirds dollar as the standard of its currency. 

The Southern and trans-Mississippi Demo- 
cratic rascals supported Cleveland on the 
pledges made im the platform for honest 
money.

COMBINATIONS IN RESTRAINT OF TRADE, 

The essence of the decision just given by 
Judge Billings of the United States Circuit 
Court at New Orleans is that the Sherman 
anti-trust law of 1890 applies to combinations 
of labor in restraint of trade or commerce as 
well as to combinations of capital for that 


purpose. The Judge admits that the debates. 


in Congress show that the statute had ita 
origin in the evils of capitalistic monopoly, 
but says that the language of the law as final- 
ly passed applies, and was intended to apply, 
to possible evils of labor monopoly as well. 
The first section of the act reads: 

Every contract, combination in the form of 
trust or otherwise, or conspiracy in restraint of 
commerce or trade, or commerce among the sev- 
eral States or with foreign nations, is hereby de- 
clared to be illegal. Every person who shall 


make any such contract or engage in any such 
combination or conspiracy shall be deemed guilty 


of a nrisdemeanor.

BISMARCK AND THE HERRREN HAUS. 


Recent Disclosures Caused a Big Sensation 
in the German Capital. 

Buntax, March 27.— [Copyright, 1898, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — The Iierald's article 
about Prince Bismarck’s candidature in the 
Herrenhaus created a sensation here to such 
ad extent that this evening a private dispatch, 
which circulates in all clubs and cafés in Ber- 
lin, after quoting in substance the Hergld’s 
dispatch, suggests that your correspondent has 
been made the subject of a practical joke. 
Such is not at all the case. Your correspond- 
ent obtained the information through mem- 
bers of the Herrenhaus, which no other paper, 
German or foreign, and no other news agency 
seems to have obtamed. It was an absolute 
beat.“ and is naturally resented here. I re- 
peat that the vote in the Herrenhaus was, as 
first cast, 43 out of 87 for Bismarck. The fact 
can easily be verified, -The Herald’s corre- 
spondent had this news, which no other news- 
paper or agency was able to obtain. 


ENEMIES OF HIPPOLYTE ELATED. 


They Are Led to Believe That San Domingo 
Will Aid Haytien Insurgents. 

Krxeston,; Jamaica, March 27.—[Copyright, 
1893, by James Gordon Bennett. — Encour- 
aging news has been received by the Haytien 
exiles here, who are planning the overthrow of 
President Hippolyte. The report says that 
President Heuréaux of San Domingo re- 
ceived with pleasure the envoys sent to him 
by the exiles. As a result of the interview 
aid from San Domingo, it is declared, has 
been assured. I send this for what it is 
worth, but have not received any confirma.

ANOTHER PARTITION OF SPOILS 
MADE BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Editor Merss of Indianapolis Gets the 
Paris Consul-Generalship, and Judge 
Morse, of Michigan, Who Fell Outside 
the Breastworks, Goes to Glasgow Rule 
Against Country Editors Shattered— 
Frank Lawler Still Has the Inside Track 
—Onahan and Felton Have Pretensions. 


Wasnincton, D. C., March 27,—[Special, * 
Partisan services were not by the 
President in parceling out the spoils today. 

Illinois was not in the 
distribution, but it is 
so long since the 
Prairie State ceased to 
be a factor in the ad- 
ministration that no 
one noticed the omis- 
sion.

‘FORMER BANK PRESIDENT RELEASED 
PROM STATE OUSTODY. 


Judge Wallace Holds That the Federal 
Laws Are Paramount to Those of New 
York and That the Crime Charged Is 
Covered by United States Statutes—Half 
Million of Gold Drawn from the sub- 
treasury for Export—General News of 
the Metropolis. 

New Ton, March 27.— Special. I— Dy an 
opinion rendered by Judge Wallace in the 
United States Circuit Court today John C. 
Eno, former President of the Second Nation- 
al Bank, against whom there are five indict- 
ments ‘for forgery in the second and third de- 
grees, is discharged frum the custody of the 
State. The opnion was given on the 
motion argued in Albany by District Attorney 
Deiancey Nicoll and Col. George Willis, The 
District Attorney argued that while Eno com- 


| mitted offenses against the United States 


laws he also violated the State laws and is 
consequently amenable to the State. 

Judge Wallace says that such acts as Eno 1s 
said to be guilty of are offenses against the 
laws of the United States commonly ‘known 
as the national banking act: The laws of 
Congress which cover this subject are, Judge 
Wallace says, the paramount laws of the land, 
and are necessarily exclusive of all State leg- 
islation: He therefore orders the discharge of 
the prisoner from the custody of the State. 

Eno, when he delivered himself to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, was admitted to bail in the 
sum of $10,000, He is also under bail for a 
similar amount in the United States Circuit 
Court on indictments found against him, 
charging him with the misappropriation of 
over $2,000,000, and his trial on these indict- 
ments is now on the calendar of the court.

It is doubtfal whether the wheelmen ought to 
be congratulated or,sorrowed with over the same- 
what astounding piece of intelligenee that the 
. Bulletin, that 

amous grandmotherly old sheet which has been 

doing duty as official organ for the L. A. W. for 
quite a number of years past, is about to go out 
of business. 

Until a meeting of the Executive committee of 
the league hag been beld it is hard to say whether 
or not the membership will be supplied with an 
official organ hereafter. Vice-President Sheridan, 
who is in Chicago, says that in the course of a 
week President Burdett will summon the Ex- 
ecutive committee and the chief consuls toa 
meeting in New York ta finally determine what is 
best to be done. This is the text of a letter which 
Mr. Sheridan received from the publishers of the 
Bicycling World and L. A.W. Bulletin yesterday

ance with the terms of our contract, The paper 
will be printed as usual and will be placed at 
your disposal.

“The publishers of the paper do not desire to 
conduct it at a logs, and it is unders that this 
is practically what they are a here is a 
short clause in the constitution of the L. A. W. 
which provides for the assessment of 25 cents per 
capita on the 35.000 league members for the con- 
duct of an official organ: Not exactly an official 
organ either, but for the maintenance of an offi- 
cial bulletin.

Worid, however, that the latter should receive 
any portion of the per capita assessment. They 
wish such an appropriation, but the Executive 
committee will not allow it them. Without this 
it is not possible to make the paper profitable, as 
it has no genuine subscription list; and, realizing 
this, the advertisers will not lend it much support. 
Mr. Sherid will not speculate upon what is 
likely to occur, but he seems to think that it 
would not be a bad idea if all the papers were 
supplied with the official intelligence at the same 
time and the contract now existing with tte pub-

The Health Department Promises to Clean 

It Up-Supt. Welles’ Work, 
A complaint has come to Taz Trisuns de- 
scriptive of the filthy surroundings of agrocery 
store and meat market at Seeley avenue and 
2 Van Buren street. The letter says:

The inspector notified the storekeeper three 
months ago to clean up his premises, but he 


laughed in the inspector's face. 

A reporter visited the premises yesterday, 
and, although a filthier place could be reatlily 
imagined, ite appearance was such as to sug- 
gest to the Health Department prompt action 
to improve its sanitary and. unsightly condi- 
tion. The aeighborhood is a quiet residence 
and respectable one, and the people naturally 
object to seeing stable manure and other more 
objectionable refuse scattered in full view. 

The reporter called at the Health Office to 
inquire why the complaints for abatement had 
not been listened to, and he was told that no 
complaint against the place was registered 
then. It was- promi however, that the 
place would be immediately looked after. 

The new Street Cleaning Bureau did not 
begin operations yesterday, as was expected. 
It was necessary that some time be fixed upon 
at which the various departments from which 
Supt. Welles 1s to draw his men might close 
their books and the Commissioner of Public 
Works fixed upon the day when the City Coun- 
cil should pass the annual appropriation bill 
at the proper time. Those intimately ac- 
quainted with the work necessary to secure 
the passage of the bill do not anticipate that 
final action will be taken until the last mo- 
ment. The bill must be passed before midnight 
Friday, hence it is probable that Mr. 
wilt begin active - work in clean the streets 
next Saturday. If the appropriation bill were 
passed, however, Supt. Welles could riot weil 
begin work. He has but just secured his 
quarters in the Garden City Block at Fifth 
avenue and oan street; and the rooms 
are as yet unfurnished. Besides, he has not 
had printed any of the books and other’ neces- 
sary stationery of the department. 

Superintendent of Streets Burke said yester- 
day he was ready to transfer the necessary 
men from his department to the new one as 
soon as he had orders from the Commissioner 
of Public Works. Commissioner Kuhns said 
yesterday that would not be until the appro- 
priation bill is passed, 6 

Supt. Welles already is advancing an excuse 
his new department. He complains that he 
will not have around million of dollars 0 
spend even if the appropriation bill with 
amount is credit passes. A large portion 

of that am@unt has already been spent, part 
of it by the Health Department and part of it 
by the Street Department, he says.

books, thus benefitmg education and there- 
fore deserving the support of the people. He 
explained the method upon which the compa- 
ny was organized, contending that it had no 
other object in view than that of saving ex- 
pense by concentration of business. To show 
the relations between the retailers and the 
company he introduced the following copy of 
an sgreetnent entered into with the various 
houses in the West:

being that whenever the undersigned charge a 
price vt ich exceeds the said published list prices 
the American Book company shall have the right 
to withdraw the said 20 per cent discount from 
all purchases made thereafter and to make such 
other arr ments for the sale of its publica- 
tions as deemed advisable.

‘DR. ALLPORT’S WILL. 


WALTER H. ALLPORT AND RUDOLPH 
MATZ MADE TRUSTEES, 


The Use of Two-Fifths of the Estate Given 
te the Widow and One Daughter and 
the Remainder te the Three Sons— 
Henry Beidler Leaves $1,000,000 Worth 
of Property—Caroline Newman's Dispo- 
sition of Her Possessions—Other News 
of the Courts—The Record. 


Letters testamentary were presented yester- 
day in the Probate Court on the will of Dr. 
W. M. Allport. The testator all of 
his property to Walter H. Allport and Rudolph 
Matz in trust for five years. During this 
period it is provided that the trustees shall 
pay to the widow and daughter of the testator 
such cums of money as may seem to be neces- 
sary for their support. At the expiration of 
five years the trustees are to settle on the tes- 
tator’s namesake, Walter H. Allport Gardner, 
the sum of $5,000 in money or its equivalent 
in realty, and, retaining two-fifths of the estate 
in trust, the revenue derived therefrom to be 
paid in equal parts to the widow and daugh- 
ter. They are to make over the remaining 
three-fifths, one-fifth to each of the testator’s 
three sons—F rank, Harry, and Waiter Allport. 
At the death of the widow, Sarah M., and 
daughter May Allport, the estase so held in 
trust for them 1s also to go to the sons or their 
heirs. The trustees give bonds in the sum of 
$300,000. 

Henry Beidler died March 16 worth $1,000,- 
000, of which amount $920,000 is in real es- 
tate. Herbert A. Beidler, his son and heir, 
petitioned the Probate Court yesterday after- 
noon for letters of ad ministration, which were 
granted. A bond for only $160,000 was re- 
quired, twice the valuation of the personal 
property, on which Jacob Beidlor and George 
A. Stanton became sureties. 

The will of Caroline Newman, who died re- 
cently at her home in Engiewood possessed of 
an estute valued at $225,000, was admitted to 
probate yesterday. Within two years after 
the death of the testator the will provides that 
the following legacies be paid: George P. C. 
Newman, $2,000; Susan Cry, $500; First 
Methodist Episcopal Church of Englewood, 
$500; Peter N. Garrity, $300. To her brother, 
William Routt, is to be held in trust certain 
valuable lands and improved property in Ru- 
glewood, the income to be paid in equal parts 
to the testator’s four sons. It is further pro- 
vided that the trust continue until the death 
of all of the testator’ssons, when it shall cease 
and the property go to the testatox's heirs par 
stirpes. To the sons Henry R., Benjamin L., 
Charies S., and Henry J. Newman is left the 
residue of the estate, each to share alike.

Interest in the Board of Trade Markets 
Centers in Wheat, in Which There Was 
a Sharp Advance—Northwestern and 
Southwestern Shore Getting Nervous— 
Corn and Oats Decline and Provisions 
Do Not Materially Change — General 
Financial and Market News. 


Fine weather, a comfortable money market, 
and long bullish sentimunts have com- 
bined to improve the tone of affairs. The im- 
provement is not notably marked yet in all direc- 
tions, but the current seems unquestionably to 
have set in that way. Tue local money situation 
grows no tighter as we approach April I. It is 
indeed easier than it was several days ago, and 
while the market must still be quoted firm there 
seems to be, little likelihood of any squeeze. 
There is money enough to meet all legitimate 
neede and do it comfortably. It will not be at all 
surprising if in a week or ten days at most there 
is noticed a decided tendency toward an easier 
situation. 

The effect upon the money situation of the large 
payments to be made for increased stock in vari- 
ous local companies isa matter of some differ- 
ence of These payments cali for $4,250,- 
000 April 1 for the new issues of stock by the 
three street railway companies and the Diamond 
Match company. The getting of that money 
together may be something of a temporary strain, 
but it seems likely that the ultimate effect will 
be on the side of easier money. These cor- 
porations have, as a rule, large floating 
debts. at the city banks which the pro- 
ceeds of the new stock will be used to 
liquidate. It is estimated that there will be a 
reduction in bank loans of perbaps over $3,000,000 
as a result of the issue of this new stock. A still 
more important stock issue and one regarding 
which little has been heard is the increase by 
Swift & Co. The stock of that company is to be 
increased to $15,000,000. In the case of that com- 
pany a large amount of the increase will come 
trom outside of Chicago. But littleof the stock 
of the company is owned in Chicago outside of 
those immediately connected with the company, 
but there is a large amount held in the East and 
this increase of stock will draw a large amount of

The stock market was moderately broad yester- 
day and the tone was firm. North Side street 
railroad stock again showed much strength, 
opening at a sharp ry The first sale was 
at 276% for the account The stock was in scant 
supply and quotations advanced to 278% for the 
282 for the sccond account.

close. 

The breweries were dull and firm. Western 
Stone advanced from the recent low quotations 
and sold up to 84 for the account. Diamond 
Match was somewhat stronger. Trading in this 
stock will begin on the New York Stock Exchange 
April 1, and it is possible that some organized 
effort will be made to advance the quotations 
here before the trading commences there. The 
fact of the listing of this stock in New York lms 
been made use of as a bull argument, but it is uot 
so looked at by all traders. One view that is ex- 

ressed is that the ruling price for this stock is 

ikely to look pretty high to the New-Yorkers for 
a 10 per cent industrial when they compare it 
with the prices their own industrials are sell 
for. This comparison, it is thought, may lea 
them to attempt to teach Chicago a thing or two 
about the values of industrials and might lead to 
a bear campaign on this stock.

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MAY SHORTS TREATED TO A SCARE, 


They Cover Freely and Advance the Price 
Sharply—Corn and Oats Weak. 


Shorts made a rush to cover May wheat at the 
opening yesterday morning. and the price advanced 
2c in a little while. The demand apparently came 
from the Northwest and Southwest, where the 
heaviest shorts are supposed to be located, and 
St. Louis reported that Kaufman was as good a 
buyer there as here. The July did not advance 
as ravidly as May, and at the close the difference 
was 6X%c. Little attention was paid to the ordi- 
nary run of news. Cables were firm at an ad- 
vance of 4d, and there was a better demand for 
cargoes to go to the Continent. The crop ad- 
vices had little effect, from the fact that 
there were about as many favorablo as 
unfavorable ones. Outside markets  ral- 
lied somewhat in sympathy with the 
advance here, but there was not as much excite- 
ment or strength in any other market, The de- 
crease in the visible supply of 812,000 bu, against 
an increase a year ago of 154,000 bu, attracted 
some attention, especially in view of a rumor that 
a discrepancy in Northwestern stocks bad been 
discovered that would reduce the actual visible 
by over 3,000,000 bu. Traders were disinclined to 
take much stock in this. May opened with the 
wildest sort of excitement in the pit. and sales 
were made anywhere between 78%c and oe at 
the same moment in different parts of the pit.
